Controversial 
ads removed 
from city buses 


American group. Coun. 
claims ads discriminate 
against Muslims 


Controversial advertise¬ 
ments, encouraging Muslim 
girls to reach out if they feel 
their family is threatening 
them, will be pulled from city 
buses. 

Coun. Amarjeet Sohi said 
ETS has told him all of the bus 
ads should now be removed. 

The ads first appeared earli¬ 
er this week and Sohi said when 
he first heard about them he 
was shocked and started work¬ 
ing to have them removed. 

“I dug deep into it and I 
found the ads to be very offen¬ 


sive and started working with 
transit to get them pulled off,” 
he said. 

Sohi said he doesn’t dispute 
that so-called ‘honour killings’ 
and domestic violence are ser¬ 
ious issues, but the ads weren’t 
about addressing those issues. 

“It is a clearly anti-Islamic 
group and their main target is 
to degrade people of the Mus¬ 
lim faith and that is something 
that is unacceptable in our 
city,” he said. 

The American Freedom 
Defence Initiative placed the 
advertisements in Edmonton. 
The group has worked to have 
similar ads placed in several 
U.S. cities. 

Masood Peracha, chair of 
the Edmonton Council of Mus¬ 
lim Communities, said he was 
immediately offended when he 
saw the advertisements. 

He also said the ads seem 
targeted at the Muslim com-

munity much more than the 
problem of domestic violence. 

“I am questioning what the 
motives are, is it to help victims 
of violence or is it just fear- 
mongering, which I think it 
seems to be, or is it even more 
sinister than that?” 

Peracha said that while he 
is relieved the ads are coming 
down, he wants to know why 
they went up in the first place. 

Sohi agrees and said the city 
will be looking at that. 

The city contracts out re¬ 
sponsibility for advertising on 
ETS buses to Pattison Outdoor 
Advertising.

Don Iveson officially became 
the 35th mayor of Edmonton 
on Tuesday, as he and the 12 
members of council took the 
oath of office. 

In a ceremony with a heavy 
emphasis on the city’s connec¬ 
tion to aboriginal commun¬ 
ities, council members were 
officially sworn in before tak¬ 
ing part in their first council 
meeting. 

Before speaking of the fu¬ 
ture, Iveson paid tribute to the 


past, thanking former mayor 
Stephen Mandel for his service 
to the city. 

“The bar was set the high¬ 
est by outgoing Mayor Stephen 
Mandel, who demonstrated 
bold leadership and succeeded 
in building consensus,” he said. 

In his speech, Iveson re¬ 
turned to the themes he talked 
about during the campaign. 
He pledged to work with the 
city’s neighbours to make the 
region, as a whole, stronger. 

“We look forward to collab¬ 
orating in building a stronger 
and more prosperous future 
for the Edmonton region, 
while ensuring a more equit¬ 
able share of the benefits and 
burdens of growth,” he said. 

Iveson pledged the city

flooding and roads pothole- 
free. 

“We will fix the roads and 
we will remedy the weak¬ 
nesses in our drainage sys¬ 


tem,” he said. 

But Iveson also pledged to 
have a city that would look 
beyond the basics, specifically 
ensuring LRT would be in place 
across the city. 

“Globally competitive cities 
require strong transportation 
networks, anchored by com¬ 
prehensive rapid transit,” he 
said. “LRT expansion is a prior¬ 
ity for Edmontonians and it is 
a priority for me.” 

Iveson said the election was 
an endorsement that the city 
was ready to build great things 
and step into the limelight. 

“The election confirms that 
Edmontonians are done apolo¬ 
gizing, done making excuses, 
and ready to build something 
extraordinaiy here on the 
banks of the North Saskatch¬ 
ewan River,” he said.

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Bolshoi ballet dancer pleads not guilty 


Add attack on ballet 
chief. Trial into the 
attack has exposed a 
fierce power struggle 
at the Russian theatre 


A Bolshoi ballet dancer who 
is accused of ordering an acid 
attack on the ballet chief 
pleaded not guilty Tuesday as 


his trial began in Moscow. 

Pavel Dmitrichenlco is sus¬ 
pected of ordering the Jan. 17 
attack on ballet artistic dir¬ 
ector Sergei Filin, which left 
Filin with severe burns to his 
face and his eyes, impairing 
his vision. 

Two other men on trial 
with the ballet dancer are 
Yuri Zarutslcy, the suspected 
attacker, and Andrei Lipatov, 
the driver who allegedly took 


Zarutslcy to the crime scene. 

In his court testimony 
Tuesday, Dmitrichenlco con¬ 
tested prosecutors’ allega¬ 
tions that he colluded with 
Zarutslcy, an ex-convict, to at¬ 
tack the artistic director. 

Zarutslcy was planning to 
send his daughter to a ballet 
school and was asking for his 
advice, the ballet dancer said, 
explaining how Zarutslcy 
found out who Filin was. 


“I had no animosity to¬ 
ward Filin,” Dmitrichenlco 
said. “Zarutslcy committed 
the crime on his own.” 

Dmitrichenlco told the 
court that he did tell Zarut- 
slcy that he disapproved of 
Filin’s management style. 
But he insisted that he al¬ 
ways spoke highly of Filin, a 
former ballet star, as an ex¬ 
cellent dancer.

Woman on bridge testifies 
she was captain’s lover 


A Moldovan dancer who had 
been on the bridge of the 
Costa Concordia cruise ship 
when it crashed into a reef off 
Italy electrified the captain’s 
manslaughter trial Tuesday 
by testifying reluctantly that 
the two were lovers. 

Domnica Cemortan, 26, 
only made the admission 
after being warned by the 
judge that she risked crim¬ 
inal charges if she didn’t an¬ 
swer the question. 

The ship’s former captain, 
Francesco Schettino, is the 
sole defendant on trial in the 
Tuscan town of Grosseto. 

Testifying through a trans¬ 
lator, Cemortan said she had 
worked on the Concordia for 
three weeks in December 
2011. She then re-boarded 
the ship in January 2012 as a 
non-paying passenger several 
hours before the crash. 

Cemortan said she had 
dined at the captain’s table 
and they both were on the 
bridge at the time of the 
crash. After it, Cemortan 
testified that she dashed into 
Schettino’s private cabin to 
change out of her dinner 
outfit into more practical 
clothes. She noticed his lap-

Nairobi 


Two soldiers fired 
for looting during 
siege of mall 

Two Kenyan soldiers were 
sacked for stealing items 
during the deadly siege last 
month of Nairobi’s West- 
gate Mall, Kenya’s militaiy 
chief said Tuesday. 

Gen. Julius Karangi 
said the sacked soldiers, 
Victor Otieno and Vic¬ 
tor Ashiundu, were in 
detention pending formal 
charges. He said theys were 
found with mobile phones, 
cameras and chargers that 


were stolen from the mall 
during the siege. 

Karangi had previously 
said soldiers only took 
water from the mall during 
the Sept. 21 attack. But 
security camera video foot¬ 
age shows some Kenyan 
forces cariying bags heavy 
with unknown items as 
they walked out of a store 
during the four-day siege of 
Nairobi’s upscale mall. 

In a separate develop¬ 
ment, police said they were 
set to charge five suspects 
over their alleged roles 
in the attack in which 67 
people were killed.

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Harper: Paying Duffy’s 
legal fees was no big deal 


It’s not unusual. 

Yet Wallin, Brazeau 
say nobody offered 
to help them with 
their expenses 


Stephen Harper sees nothing 
wrong with the Conservative 
party using taxpayer-subsidized 
funds to pay disgraced Sen. 
Mike Duffy’s legal expenses, in¬ 
sisting Tuesday there’s nothing 
unusual about it. 

“The party regularly reim¬ 
burses members of its caucus 
for valid legal expenses, as do 
other parties,” Harper told the 
House of Commons. 

However, it seems the Con¬ 
servative party didn’t extend 
its largesse to all other senators 
accused of improperly claiming 
travel expenses or housing al¬ 
lowances. 

Sen. Patrick Brazeau’s office 
said no offer was made to pay 
his legal expenses. Terrence 
O’Sullivan, Sen. Pamela Wal¬ 
lin’s lawyer, said the same. 

“Sen. Wallin has received no 



assistance with her legal fees 
... from the Conservative party 
or anyone associated with the 
Conservative party,” O’Sullivan 
said in an email. 

All three are under investiga¬ 
tion by the RCMP and are facing 
a bid to suspend them from the 
Senate. The suspension mo¬ 
tions were tied in procedural 
knots Tuesday, making it un¬ 
likely they will be voted on be¬ 
fore the Conservatives gather 
Thursday evening for a two-day 
national convention in Calgaiy. 

Duffy disclosed Monday 


there were two cheques re¬ 
garding his allegedly improper 
expenses: one for $13,560 from 
Conservative party lawyer Ar¬ 
thur Hamilton to cover his legal 
expenses, plus the $90,000 
from Harper’s former chief of 
staff, Nigel Wright, to enable 
him to reimburse the Senate. 

Harper was grilled repeat¬ 
edly Tuesday about Duffy’s 
latest bombshell, shrugging off 
suggestions that Hamilton did 
anything wrong. 

“This individual is not ac¬ 
cused of anything,” he said in 
response to a question from 
NDP Leader Tom Mulcair, who 
asked whether the prime min¬ 
ister intends to fire Hamilton. 

“New Democrats tell us that 
we should fire or expel people 
on the flimsiest of allegations 
without, in some cases, any 
proof of anything against any¬ 
body,” Harper said. 

“Then when we determine 
that actions should be taken 
(against the three senators), the 
leader of the Opposition stands 
up and pretends these people 
are somehow victims of arbi- 
traiy actions.” the Canadian press

Stereotypes. Professor 
says arrests could be 
caused by skewed views 


The usual scenario involves 
suspicious glances, inatten¬ 
tive clerks or rude service — 
not handcuffs. 

Yet when a black teen said 
he was wrongly jailed after 
buying a $350 belt at a Man¬ 
hattan luxury store, it struck a 
nerve in African-Americans ac¬ 
customed to finding that their 
money is not necessarily as 
good as eveiyone else’s. Shop¬ 
ping while black, they say, can 
be a humiliating experience. 

Much attention has been 
paid to the issue over the 
years — Oprah Winfrey com¬ 
plained that a Swiss clerk did 
not think she could afford a 
$38,000 handbag, and even 
U.S. President Barack Obama 
has said he was once followed 


in stores. But according to 
shoppers interviewed Monday, 
many people don’t recognize 
how prevalent retail discrimin¬ 
ation is, and how the consist¬ 
ent stream of small insults 
adds up to a large problem. 

“It’s one thing if you don’t 
understand. But don’t ever tell 
me it doesn’t happen to me,” 
said Natasha Eubanks, who 
often shops at high-end stores 
in New York City. “You can’t as¬ 
sume it doesn’t happen just be¬ 
cause it doesn’t happen to you.” 

Sometimes, Eubanks 
said, it takes clerks more 
than five minutes to simply 
acknowledge her presence. 
Or they brush her off after a 
token greeting. Or they ask 
her question after question: 
“You’re a black girl up in Cha¬ 
nel. They want to know what 
you’re doing here, and what 
you do for a living.” 

She says she has dealt with 
this type of treatment at least 
20 times in New York City.

Trayon Christian’s prob¬ 
lem was not how he was treat¬ 
ed when he went into Barneys 
New York — it was what hap¬ 
pened afterward. In a lawsuit 
filed last week, the 19-year- 
old said that he bought a 
Ferragamo belt at the Manhat¬ 
tan store, and when he left he 
was accosted by undercover 
city police officers. 

According to the lawsuit, 
police said Christian “could 
not afford to make such an ex¬ 
pensive purchase.” He was ar¬ 
rested and detained, though he 
showed police the receipt, the 
debit card he used and identifi¬ 


cation, the lawsuit said. 

For Yvonne Chan, the re¬ 
ports were a painful reminder 
of when she worked in a liquor 
store in a predominantly white 
Massachusetts town. Eveiy few 
months someone would be 
caught stealing, and about half 
the time it was a black person. 

Chan, a graduate student, 
always tried to remind her¬ 
self not to act on stereotypes, 
but, “Like it or not, I’m going 
to have a preconceived no¬ 
tion of races from my experi¬ 
ences. As much as I would 
like to force my brain not to 
think like that and put every¬ 
one on an even playing field, 
stereotypes play a role in our 
society ... we skew the view 
of people as individuals.” 

Those skewed views can af¬ 
fect who gets arrested for retail 
theft, said Jerome Williams, a 
business professor at Rutgers 
University who has studied 
marketplace discrimination.

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Sochi landfill breaks zero-waste pledge

Environmentalists 
claim 'unauthorized' 
waste site could taint 
city's water supply 


Trucks rumble to the edge 
of a gigantic pit filled with 
spray cans, tires and foam 
sheets and dump a stream of 
concrete slabs that send up a 
cloud of limestone dust. Other 
trucks pile clay on top and a 
bulldozer mixes everything 
together in a rudimentary 
effort to hide the mess. This 
landfill outside Sochi, which 
will host the Winter Olympics 
in 100 days, is smack in the 
middle of a water protection 
zone where dumping indus¬ 
trial waste is banned. 

As a centrepiece of its 
Olympic bid, Russia trum¬ 
peted a “Zero Waste” program 
that promised the cleanest 
games ever, saying it would 
refrain from dumping con¬ 
struction waste and rely on re¬ 
usable materials. But on a vis¬ 
it last week to Akhshtyr, just 
north of Sochi, The Associ¬ 


ated Press found that Russia’s 
state-owned rail monopoly is 
dumping tons of construction 
waste into what authorities 
call an illegal landfill, raising 
concerns of possible contam¬ 
ination in the water that dir¬ 
ectly supplies Sochi. 

The finding shows how 
little Russia has done to fulfil 
its ambitious green pledges. 
Its $51-billion budget for the 
Olympics contains no provi¬ 
sions for treating construc¬ 
tion waste. 

In a letter obtained by the 
Associated Press, the Environ¬ 
mental Protection Agency in 
the area where Sochi is locat¬ 
ed told the resort’s environ¬ 
ment council in late August 
that it had inspected the Akh¬ 
shtyr landfill and found “un¬ 
authorized dumping of con-

struction waste as well as soil 
from excavation works.” The 
agency said it fined Russian 
Railways, whose Sochi pro¬ 
ject costs billions of dollars, 
$3,000 for the dumping. It 
didn’t order the dump closed. 

The EPA’s Sochi repre¬ 
sentative visited the site ear¬ 
lier this month and insisted 
it was being cleaned up, vil¬ 
lagers and activists who were 
present at that meeting said. 
The agency was unavailable 
for comment this week. 

The main health concern 
surrounding the landfill is to 
the water supply. 

Authorities confirm that 
Russian Railways operates 
the Akhshtyr dump without 
a licence — but it wouldn’t 
be able to obtain one even 
if it tried. That’s because the 
village lies in an area where 
dumping construction waste 
and soil is forbidden under 
the Russian Water Code. 
Moisture seeps through por¬ 
ous rocks into underground 
springs that feed the nearby 
Mzymta River, which pro¬ 
vides up to half the water sup¬ 
ply in Sochi.

When British author H.G. 
Wells created the term 
“time machine” way back 
in 1895, he could never 
have imagined the lasting 
impact his ideas of fourth 
dimension travel would 
have on the career of Rachel 
McAdams. 


His book, The Time 
Machine, has been filmed 
twice for the big screen, but 
the ideas of shifting ripples 
of time have also inspired 
three veiy different movies 
starring the London, Ont., 
born actress. 

This weekend she co-stars 
with Domhnall Gleeson and 
Bill Nighy in About Time as 
the present day girlfriend of 
a 21-year-old who uses his 
ability to switch time zones 
to learn information to woo 
her. 

“I know I have a little bit 
of time travel in my past but 
this is different,” McAdams 
says. “The element of time 


travel thrown in was unique 
and quirky and dealt with 
lightly.” 

Previously the Mean Girls 
star appeared as Clare Ab- 
shire in The Time Traveler’s 
Wife, starring opposite Eric 
Bana playing a Chicago 
librarian with a genetic 
disorder known as Chrono- 
Displacement that causes 
him to involuntarily travel 
through time. 

From the outset their 
relationship is a strange 
one. When they first meet 
she has known him since 
she was six years old, but 
because his syndrome flips 
him to random times in his 


life on an ever shifting time¬ 
line he is always meeting her 
for the first time. Confused? 
Not as confused as Clare, 
who tries to build a life with 
Hemy even though his ail¬ 
ment keeps them apart. 

Based on a best-selling 
novel, it’s a three-hankie 
stoiy about love with 
no boundaries and how 
romance can transcend 
eveiything, even death. 

In Woody Allen’s Mid¬ 
night in Paris it’s Owen 
Wilson who jumps through 
time — finding himself 
transported back to 1920s 
Paris and hanging with F. 
Scott and Zelda Fitzgerald 


(Tom Hiddleston and Alison 
Pill), seeing Cole Porter sing 
at a party, drinking with 
Hemmingway — while 
McAdams stays put, bring¬ 
ing him back to reality, as 
his irritating present-day 
fiancee Inez. 

But what about actual 
time travel? When she was 
asked by AOL if there was 
anything she would go back 
in time and change in real 
life, McAdams said, “I was a 
figure skater, so I would take 
back a lot of fashion choices 
on the ice. A lot of sequins. 

I would pull back on the se¬ 
quins a little bit and maybe 
less blue eye shadow.” 



Arcade Fire’s Haiti-inspired fourth 
album their most ambitious to date 



New music. The highly 
anticipated disc from 
the musical innovators 
doesn't disappoint 
as the quality is 
only matched by the 
ambition of the effort 


It was spring 2011 when Ar¬ 
cade Fire — months from a 
stunning Grammy Award win 
for album of the year, which 
pretty much certified the 
Montreal band had climbed 
to the highest of rock’s craggy 
peaks — went down to Haiti 
and got upstaged. 

They were in Cange, a lush 
remote village positioned 
on the edge of Lake Peligre. 
They were there primarily to 
visit sites where Partners in 
Health was working to help 
in the aftermath of 2010’s 
catastrophic earthquake. But 
they also played a couple 
shows — mostly tossing off 
cover songs — as an opener 
for the rasin (Haitian roots 
music) band Ram. 

And those spirited gigs 
had a profound effect. 

“We played and it was 


really fun,” multi-instrumen¬ 
talist Will Butler recalls in a 
recent telephone interview. 
“And then Ram came out and 
played and everyone came 
out and danced and it was 
this massive party. And it was 
out of control and amazing — 
not like, out of control like 
someone on coke was stab¬ 
bing someone in the eye with 


a pen or anything. But out of 
control like six-year-olds and 
95-year-olds were dancing 
and old ladies on crutches 
and stuff. 

“ft was just a real town¬ 
wide celebration. And we 
were like, ‘Oh, it would be 
nice to be able to go to rural 
Haiti and play a show that 
people would really dance to.’ 


“That definitely set a chal¬ 
lenge for us, which we took 
up on some of the songs,” 
he added. “I want to be able 
to play this for a roomful of 
strangers in a different coun- 
tiy, who have never heard Ar¬ 
cade Fire, and just have them 
dance to it.” 

And so the seeds were 
planted for Reflelctor, the in¬ 


die innovators’ rather trans¬ 
formative, sprawling fourth 
disc that hit stores yesterday. 

In particular, the trip trig¬ 
gered an interest in exploring 
traditional Haitian rhythms. 
They listened closely to a 
range of their rhythms, task¬ 
ing the drummers with weav¬ 
ing their styles with the pro¬ 
pulsive percussion work of 
New Order’s Age of Consent, 
for instance, or analyzing 
the different way fills are dis¬ 
pensed. 

They made loops of those 
sessions, some of which 
wound up on Reflelctor, some 
of which only served as “in¬ 
spiration for further experi¬ 
mentation.” 

The unconventional rhyth¬ 
mic heartbeat of the record is 
the first thing that stands out 
— watch how the syncopated 
reggae strut of Flashbulb Eyes 
segues into Here Comes the 
Night Time, a thrilling mix of 
breakneck Haitian pounding 
and an easy tropical amble. 

The scope of what they 
tried to tackle on Reflelctor is 
hardly surprising — outsized 
ambition might have always 
been Arcade Fire’s distin¬ 
guishing quality.

Pack mentality 


What makes a good study 
group? 


• If you can be honest 
with each other about 
how well you know the 
material, you're putting 
yourself on better foot¬ 
ing than most students. 


• I find most students 
think they truly know 
the material as long as 
they can recognize the 
information. But that's 
like just humming a 
tune when your job is to 
sing a song with lyrics 
and melody. If you can't 
explain the material to 
each other, it's better 
to find that out in the 
group than on exam day. 


What’s the biggest 
misconception students 
have about studying? 


If there’s one thing we 
know about studying, 
it’s that comprehension 
increases when you break 
it up over a long period of 
time. The best way to retain 
information is to study in 
small chunks, interwoven 
with other tasks. Yet, stu¬ 
dents are usually resistant 
to that idea. They don’t like 
continually warming up 
to the topic. Most people 
would rather learn in one 
long sitting. 

When it comes to studying, 
are there different learning 
styles? 

Yes. But I think that’s over¬ 
emphasized. You hear a lot 
students say, ‘The material 
isn’t being presented in my 
learning style.’ And that 
may be true, but that’s not a 
very good predictor of how 
students do in any given 
class. It’s pretty clear there 
are some best practices that 
seem to work for just about 
every style of learning.

Big companies have a facil¬ 
ity and equally big presence

If you truly can judge a so¬ 
ciety by the way it treats 
its weakest members, then 
Leduc is paving the way for a 
stronger community where 
people choose to live, work 
and play. 

Social wellness in Leduc 
is identified in the city’s cor¬ 
porate strategic plan as one 
of the city’s strategic prior¬ 
ities and a critical element 
to a thriving community. 
Social wellness focuses on 
high-quality people services 
and works to ensure the city 
is a healthy, inclusive, vi¬ 
brant, safe and secure com¬ 
munity where people choose 
to live, according to family 
and community support ser¬ 
vices (FCSS) manager Tabitha 
White. 

“Social wellness is the 


If you can judge a city on its 
snow removal standards, then 
Leduc is clearing the compe¬ 
tition away one snowfall at a 
time. 

Snow removal standards in 
Leduc are one of the highest 
in the province, says director 
of Leduc public services Rick 
Sereda. 

“Well-equipped snow¬ 
clearing crews are deployed at 
the onset of major snowfalls 
to clear all plow routes, arteri- 


fabric of our community and 
includes many avenues that 
contribute to improving the 
social well-being of individ¬ 
uals, families and the com¬ 
munity,” White said, adding 
those aspects include early 
childhood and youth invest¬ 
ment, community safety, 
access to housing and trans¬ 
portation. 

“For example, investment 
in the early years brings sig¬ 
nificant benefits later in life 
across areas such as health 
and well-being, education, 
employment and reduced 
violence and crime. When 
young people have more de¬ 
velopmental assets in their 
lives, they are more likely 
to succeed in school, show 
leadership, take care of their 
health and value diversity.” 

Initiatives that fall under 
social wellness include a 
focus on family and com¬ 
munity through the many 


als, collector and local roads,” 
he said. “Leduc is also one 
of the few communities in 
the region that still removes 
snow after it is bladed into 
windrows.” 

The city’s public services 
department budgets for two 
complete snow removal cycles 
from every street in Leduc 
using a combination of city- 
owned resources and rented 
snow haulers, Sereda said. 

“From an environmental 


programs, services and 
events offered to Leduc com¬ 
munity members.

perspective, the city only uses 
anti-icing agents on main ar¬ 
terial roads and elects to use 
fractured rock or chips in 
residential neighborhoods. 
Ultimately, this measure 
avoids contaminants entering 
our storm water retention 
ponds.” 

Another priority for Leduc 
public services is the 70 kilo¬ 
metres of multiways, which 
are pedestrian corridors that 
funnel pedestrians to the 


development approach 
where people are engaged 
in decision-making and in 
shaping their life and social 
networks. It builds a vibrant 
people climate, which, in 
turn, contributes to econom¬ 
ic prosperity,” White said. 

Currently, some of the im¬ 
portant wellness programs 
include Senior Outreach, 
Meals on Wheels, the Home- 


main business and recreation 
facilities. High-traffic areas 
such as those will be swept 
clear within 48 hours of an 
accumulation of two centi¬ 
metres of snow or more, he 
said. 

“Our multiway system cov¬ 
ers many kilometres of scenic 
trail throughout the commun¬ 
ity, which we are very proud 
of. The city’s knowledgeable 
and responsive staff makes 
the biggest positive impact on

Growing 
like no 
other 

Many areas of the capital 
region are growing, but 
nowhere like Leduc — a 
city of 27,000 that sits 
in a sweet spot near the 
Edmonton International 
Airport and only 15 min¬ 
utes from Edmonton. 

In the most recent 
federal census, Leduc was 
Canada’s second-fastest 
growing city, and ninth- 
fastest growing municipal¬ 
ity. Leduc has grown by 
more than 11,600 people, 
or 74 per cent, in the past 
10 years. Those numbers 
are huge by any measure, 
and city fathers are man¬ 
aging that growth in a 
controlled fashion so that 
infrastructure can keep 
pace and quality of life is 
maintained. 

“We have so much 
going for us in Leduc — 
work, play, live — we have 
it all,” said Leduc Mayor 
Greg Krischlce, pointing 
to the city’s well-utilized 
arenas, summer festivals 
and community events 
that show residents don’t 
just want a house, but a 
home. “Leduc is truly a 
community of choice.” 

Significant population 
growth in 2012-13, at 6.9 
per cent, and newly an¬ 
nexed land that provides 
eight quarter sections 
for development west of 
Highway 2 means Leduc is 
well-positioned to handle 
the rapid growth. 

Plans are underway 
for a second fire hall, and 
an $8-million project that 
will double the size of 
the library, among other 
projects.

Ensuring that nobody has to 
sit on the sidelines, the City 
of Leduc has proudly been 
offering the Everybody Gets 
to Play (EGTP) program for 
almost four years to much 
success. 

The city adopted the na¬ 
tional initiative in 2010 as 
the umbrella platform for all 
subsidy programs, says com¬ 
munity development co-or¬ 
dinator for recreation Rachel 
Yeung. 

“The initiative enhances 
the quality of life for families 
by increasing access and par¬ 
ticipation in recreation, ath¬ 
letic and cultural activities 
while providing opportun¬ 
ities for all,” she said. “The 
benefits of each program are 
immense in aiding families 
in need access to programs 
they may not have been able 
to participate in otherwise.” 

Through EGTP, the pro¬ 
grams include the City of 
Leduc’s Recreation Assist¬ 
ance Program, MNP Kicks for 


Kids, Creative Culture Con¬ 
nections (CCC), the Canadian 
Tire Jumpstart program, 
Healthy Hearts, and public 
skates at indoor ice surfaces 
during the winter. 

“Many of our sporting or¬ 
ganizations do a great job in 
assisting families to access 
their activities, but a pro¬ 
gram like Jumpstart provides 
another option for families. 
There is also great connec¬ 
tion with, and awareness of, 
the programs through our lo¬ 
cal social agencies.” 

Another benefit, Yeung 
said, is that families can ac¬ 
cess all the programs under 
one umbrella, instead of 
searching the programs indi¬ 
vidually. 

Programs such as Jump¬ 
start have great regional cor¬ 
porate support from the local 
Canadian Tire and every dol¬ 
lar raised in the community 
for the Jumpstart program 
stays in the community 100 
per cent. 

“In 2013 alone, we have 
provided almost $40,000 in 
financial assistance through 
this one program alone,” Ye-

With a deep-rooted history 
dating back to the pioneer¬ 
ing days of the Prairies, it’s 
important for Leduc to pre¬ 
serve the heritage and mem¬ 
ories of the past. 

That’s why the identi¬ 
fication of historically sig¬ 
nificant properties in the 


downtown core was one of 
the short-term priorities 
outlined in the city’s 2012 
downtown master plan, says 
Leduc planning and develop¬ 
ment co-ordinator April Ren- 
neberg. 

And that’s how the down¬ 
town history project was 
born. 

“This project is one of 
the first times the city has 
documented significant built 


heritage in the community,” 
she said. “This is a great way 
for the public to see exactly 
what type of history their 
community was built on and 
allow them to experience it 
for themselves when visiting 
downtown Leduc.” 

The downtown heritage 
inventory documents 14 
buildings in the downtown 
core that possess historical 
character still apparent in 


2013. Many of the historic 
buildings date back from the 
late 1800s to the late 1970s, 
which exemplifies the depth 
of heritage still existing 
within the city, Renneberg 
said. 

“The city is veiy excited 
about the completion of this 
project, as it has added great¬ 
ly to what we knew about 
the history of our downtown. 
These records will also allow 


an opportunity for the public 
to see, experience and under¬ 
stand the value of their com¬ 
munity.” 

While there are more 
than a dozen historical build¬ 
ings featured, some of the 
highlights include the Dr. 
Woods House and the Grain 
Elevator. Both are designated 
municipal historic resources, 
while the Grain Elevator is 
recognized by the province 


because of its significance to 
the community. A few classic 
Prairie buildings with brick 
facades were also discovered, 
as well as a 1950s Federal 
Building. 

“All of the buildings docu¬ 
mented, though, are very 
unique and were each a sig¬ 
nificant part of the heritage 
of the commercial down¬ 
town,” Renneberg said.

2. Meanwhile, in a large 
saucepan or Dutch oven over 
medium, heat the remaining 
2 tablespoons of oil. Add the 
onion and fennel, reduce 
the heat to medium-low and 
cook, stirring occasionally, 
until softened, about 5 min¬ 
utes. Add the garlic and red 
pepper flakes and cook, stir¬ 
ring, for 1 minute. 

3. Add the wine, tomatoes 


and clams, cover tightly and 
increase heat to high. Cook 
for 5 to 7 minutes, checking 
now and again and transfer¬ 
ring the clams as they open 
to a bowl. Discard any clams 
that don’t open. 

4. Add the barley to the 
clam liquid left in the sauce¬ 
pan and heat over medium, 
stirring, for 3 minutes. Re¬ 
turn the clams to the pan 
and cook, stirring, until 
they are heated through.

Penn State scandal 


Paterno family 
seeks reversal of 
NCAA sanctions 

A hearing on a lawsuit filed 
by the family of longtime 
Penn State football coach 
Joe Paterno began Tuesday 
as his relatives seek to 
reverse the NCAA’s penal¬ 
ties against the school over 
the Jeny Sandusky child sex 
abuse scandal. 

The Paterno family con¬ 
tends the NCAA violated its 
own rules in imposing the 
sanctions, which resulted 
in, among other things, 
Paterno no longer being 
officially recognized as the 
Division I coach with the 
most wins, at 409.

Small cars such as the Kia 
Forte are at their best when 
they are shaped in the most 
practical body style possible. 
Not everyone subscribes 
to this postulation, which 
is why Kia and other auto¬ 
makers make sedan as well 
as hatchback or wagon ver¬ 
sions of their compact auto¬ 
mobiles. 

For maximizing a minimal 
amount of space, especially 
with the rear seats folded 
down, the Kia Forte5 can lit¬ 
erally work wonders by pro¬ 
viding more passenger and 
cargo room than its sedan re¬ 
lation. The front-wheel-drive 
compact wagon also does it 
with more style, beginning 
with the front end where 
an aggressive-looking open- 
mouth nosepiece replaces 


the Forte sedan’s more trad¬ 
itional grille, which is differ¬ 
ent again from the 2014 Forte 
Koup. 

As well, the wagon has 
been given a suspension 
setup that’s tuned for sporti¬ 
er handling. 

The Forte5’s interior isn’t 
quite as dramatic, but at least 
the dashboard and control 
panel appear intelligently 
laid-out, including large and 
easy-to-read gauges plus a 
generously sized display 
screen for the optional navi¬ 
gation system. For passen¬ 
gers, especially those in the 
rear seat, the wagon’s five- 
centimetre stretch between 
the front and rear wheels 
provides some extra legroom. 

Adding to the sport-wagon 
theme is a pair of stout little 
powerplants. 

The starting-point EX runs 
with a 2.0-litre four-cylinder 
that produces 173 horse¬ 
power and 154 pound-feet 
of torque. The sportier side 
of the Forte5’s demeanor 
is demonstrated with the 
up-level SX’s turbocharged 
1.6-litre four-cylinder that 


pumps out 201 horsepower 
and 195 pound-feet of torque. 
Both engines use direct injec¬ 
tion, whereby fuel is sprayed 
directly into the cylinders 
under extremely high pres¬ 
sure and not through the in¬ 
take manifold. 

Most automakers are 
adopting direct injection as 
a way to increase power (im¬ 
portant on small-displace¬ 
ment engines) while reducing 
fuel consumption and curb¬ 


ing emissions. 

Kia (and its Hyundai par¬ 
ent) has so far resisted the 
growing shift to continu¬ 
ously variable transmissions 
that appears to be spreading 
throughout the industry. A 
traditional six-speed auto¬ 
matic is your only choice 
with the 2.0, while the turbo 
1.6 can be ordered with a six- 
speed manual gearbox as well 
as an available six-speed auto¬ 
matic.

For hockey goalies and their 
defensemen, controlling re¬ 
bounds can be the difference 
between registering a shut 
out and being on the ugly 
end of a blow out. 

Controlling rebounds is 
also part of the automotive 
environmental game, be¬ 
cause every time there is an 
advance in this area there 
is a “rebound effect” to con¬ 
sider. 

Basically it’s a case of, if 
the technology makes driv¬ 
ing cheaper and/or less of a 
guilt trip, then drivers will 
drive more. 

It’s a conundrum we’ve 
faced many times. Calorie-re¬ 
duced or fat-reduced snaclc- 
food is a prime example. 
What we lose in calories 
per serving, we make up for 
in the number of servings. 
Just for the record, it says 
on my tube of “reduced fat” 
Pringles that 28 grams, or 
approximately 16 chips, is a 
“serving.” I don’t think so. 

The automotive rebound 
is going to be particularly in¬ 
teresting to watch, because 
the reduced fuel costs and 
emissions come at virtually 
no expense to the driving 
experience. In fact, vehicles 
are getting more awesome. 
I could go on indefinitely 
about all the cool cars and 
features available today, but 
really just need to point out 
two items — heated steer¬ 
ing wheel, heated and cooled 


driver’s seat — because once 
your extremities are happy, 
your mood automatically fol¬ 
lows. 

We already don’t need an 
excuse to drive more. More 
people have more places to 
go and more places to see. 
And more people want to 
own and drive vehicles. No 
surprise if I tell you there 
is more driving being done 
every year. A Statistics Can¬ 
ada survey estimated that, 
during 2009, Canadians 
drove their cars and light- 
duty trucks for a combined 
293,298.8 million kilo¬ 
metres! In 2005, the number 
was 277,660.4 million. Stats- 
Can doesn’t do the survey 
any more, but I’m sure the 
numbers for 2013 would be 
up and alarming. 

And one wonders how 
much driving we’ll be doing 
in the year 2025, when cars 
are legislated to be more 
than 35 per cent fuel effi¬ 
cient than they are today? In 
2010 the sales-weighted fuel 
economy average of new pas¬ 
senger cars was 7.9 L/100 1cm. 
According to Environment 
Canada, the emission regula¬ 
tions will push that weighted 
average to 6.0 L/100 1cm in 
2020, and to 5.0 L/100 1cm by 
2025. 

Congestion and increas¬ 
ing vehicle ownership and 
fuel costs might slow things 
down a bit, but I think we’ll 
always be driving if we can 
— and they’ll be more of us. 

People are working on 
the congestion and owner¬ 
ship issues (smart grids, car 
sharing, self-parking, etc.), 
so if they net some gains 
and make everything nice, 
they will have their own 
“rebound effects” to add to 
the pile. Yeah, more vehicles 
built, fueled, driven, etc. 

Until then, there’s only 
one thing to do about re¬ 
bounds — cover your man, 
keep your stick on the ice.
